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BRAZIL SEEN AS LARGE POSTWAR MARKET 
FOR CAPITAL GOODS 








Brazil's development of basic industries, together with the 
deficit in machinery and equipment accumulated during thewar, will 
make a large market for capital equipment in coming yearse This is 
pointed out in a study of Brazilian market prospects for machinery and 
equipment by the Research Division of the Office of Inter-American 


Affairse 


Summarizing Brazil's economic development program, the survey 
“gays: 


"The Coordinator of Economic Mobilization recently stated 
that plans for the industrial development of’ Brazil would reqyire at 
least $£,500,000,000 and possibly $4,000,000,000 within the next de- 
cade e 


"These projects include a more complete utilization of the 
hydroelectric potential of 20 million horsepower (at present only sever 
per cent has been developed), the completion of a coastal system of 
railroads from the Uruguayan border to Belem and a secondary system 
to connect coastal with interior railroads, a highwey network progran, 
the further expansion of the iron and steel industry, the mechanization 
of agriculture using modern techniques and equipment, an extensive pu- 
blic works procram, the development of mining and metallurgy, the ex- 
pansion in the production facilities for textiles, cement, chemicals, 
glass, paper, electric equipment,. food processing, aircraft, rubber 
and a variety of consumer gocdSe 


“WAlthough many of these projects are in the blueprint stage, 
others have been initiated, orders placed and construction started. 
Progress is being delayed in numerous instances because of current 
wartime shortages and the inability to secure machinery and equipment 
from abroade 


"It has been estimated that the possible development of new 
plant facilities in Brazil will recuire machinery and equipment from 
the United States valucd at $1,307,000,000, and that the replacement 
of depreciated and obsolete ecuipment will likely require an additional 
$719,000,000, A segregation of these two categories into used and new 
equipment is shown below (in millionsof dollars):

Going into further detail on the expansion of Brazil's industry 
the report adds: 


MWith steel as a roundation, Brazil is developing a program 
of industrialization designed to revolutionize its economy. The 
steel mill project at Volta Redonda is nearing completion. This de- 
velopment will cost about $75,000,000, will utilize highegrade ores 
from Belo Horizonte and will produce 750,000 tons of steel annually. 


"The ores of the country are not only of excellent quality 
put constitute <5 per ccnt of the known iron ore reserves of the world. 
The coal deposits of Santa Catarine, 700 miles to the south, are being 
utilized and, although of infcrior quality, can be treated and mixed 
with higher grades to obtain satisfactory resultse 


"In 1920 there were 13,000 plants with 275,000 emploveess; in 
1940 the number of enterprises had increased to 70,226 with 1,412,432 
workerse In 1920 Brazil had 356 power plants; in 1939, 1,200. Workers 
are distributed among the princinal industrics as follows: Textile 22 
per cent, building construction 15 per cent, foodstuffs 13 per cent, 
iron and stcel 10 per cent, clothing 8 per cent, chemicals 7 per cent, 
potteries 5 per cent, tobacco 4 per cent, and furniture 3 per cent.

Guarané is a creeper of the family of the "Sapindaceas," dis- 
covered for the first time by Humboldt” and Bompland on the Orinoco 
and in 16821 described by Kunt, who called it "Paulinia Cupana." Martin 
encountered it in 1826 in the Amazon Valley, and called it "Paulinia 
sorbilis," It flowers in July and is picked from October to Decumbere 
Its fruit, more or less the size of a hazelenut, contains a round browr. 
seed With a seminal coating, white and fcrinaceouse Its industrial 
exploitation is rudimentary; the ripe bunches are picked and soakcd 
in watcr, allowing the seed vessel to opcne The sceds are then roastec 
and skinncd, and the result is a homogeneous,plastic mass, from which 
qysindr ical cakes are prepared,weighing about 250 grams. These cakes 
arc then smoked to ensure better preservation.

Official data recently released advises that there are cight 
factorics in Brazil producing caffcinc. 


One of these eateries the most important, locntcd in So 
paulo, extracts the caffeine from cocoa, and monthly production is 
estimated at about 16 ,000 kilograms (39,600 pounds). 


Of the seven othcr factorics two produce caffeine from coffce 
and five from Herva-Maté. The industry has developed so rapidly that 
total exportation has amounted to 116,000 Kase per year (372,000 lbs) 
and the development of production will reach 200,000 KoSe per year 
(440,000 lbs)within a short time.

"REBELLION IN THE BACKLANDS"

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BOOK REVIEW 





In continuing the discussion of some of the matters helpful 
for a better understanding of the bibliographies printed in two ree 
cent issucs, we come now to Brazil's demography, or the study of her 
people Today, there are about fortyesix to forty=eight million peopl. 
inhabiting what is roughly the triangular space which makes up Brazil. 
Precise counting is not possible, especially in many sections of the 
North and West where large portions of the indigenous population arc 
nomadic in their habits, still speak an Indian language, end do not 
nave a welledefined systcm of given and family names to rcaister them 
in the censusetckcr's record bookse In the North-East, and South, 
wherc the bulk of the people are of Evropean stock, census tcking is 
a relatively simplc matter. 


Even these brief statements reveal that Brazil's population 
is not homogeneous, When one looks into the matter, morvover, one 
secs that perhaps no other country on carth has so hetcurogencous a 
population living in closc proximity, and that perhaps nowhere clsc¢ 
do people of the different raccs Jostle cach other with the same fa- 
miliarity and yet with the complcte absence of what is called cither 
the "race qucstion" or the "color question." In Brazil it is une 
necessary to call attcntion to the fact that all men are born cgual; 
it is taken for graintcde Just why it should be so is the result or 
an interesting historical development which might be explaincd bricfly. 


The first census of Brazil was taken cighty-seven years aftcr 
the official discovery of the country, or in 1587, when Father Jos< 
de Anchieta announced that he had counted some 57,000 pcople, whitc, 
Negro, and Indiane The lack of accuracy of this figure is unimportant 
herce What is intcresting, however, is the fact that within less than 
acentury aftcr discovery, there was a nucleus of some 57,000 peopls 
belonging to three different racial aroups of which at that time the 
whites were a minoritye It was this nuclcus which has scrved as the 
core of the present Brazilian population, no mattcr how much more pure 
orvaried its strains may be nowe 


The earlicst Portuguese to come to Brazil were lovers of ade 
venture, men who were at odds with cn environment which cllowed little 
mobility and could not bring themselves to scttlincg down and growina 
roots in the place where they had bccn borne Carricd away by the 
tales of scilors who had been to distant places, they, too, wished 
to sail far away to cxpcriecnce the adventures described to them, often 
with many embellishmentse ‘hen they came to the new li they were 
charmed by the novelty of ite They saw its riches and at once rccae- 
lized their prospcctse Deciding to stay, at least for a whilc, they 
sought mcans to make their sojourn comfortable. To take care of their 
domestic arrangements, they sought Indian women. It is deubtful if 
their intention was that these women be more than servantSe They 
had the name "cunha'," which in the native Tupi-Guarenf{ Indian language 
means mercly "a woman," When, later, children came, thcy were brought 
up in the folkways of the Indian, for the Indian mother had complete 
charge of the houscholde As the white settler begzrun to fccl some com- 
Passion for the woman hc 2s being forced to regard more and morc as 
his wife and bccause he, too, needed additional help, for labor was 
scarce, he imported Negroes whom slavers were kidnapping in Africa 
and bringing across the Atlantice 


From the mingling of the whitc and red races, to that of the 
red and black and then the white and black, and lastly, the white, 
red,and black in the same individual werc fairly easy steps once thev 
Were beagune Since racial intermingling started as a necessity, no 
Social stigma attached to it. Indeed, as a result of all of this inter 
Mingling, Brazilfan ethnologists foresee in the future the creatlo é 
anew Brazilian type, the pardo man, or the brownmeskinned indivicua., 
@ blending of all-the rucialI groups which have gone into the makin, 
of Brazil. 
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This mixing of the races has made necessary the coinage of 
new terms to describe the products resulting from the fusion. In 
jearning them the American must realize that they heave no unfavorable 
connotation and cxpress no cmotional attitude whatcver. They are 
mercly names describing people of mixed ancestrye An individual of 
mixed Indian and white blood is culled a "mameluco" or a "curiboca;," 
the first term bcing the morc commone: The purc Indian is called a 
tcaboclo,” or, when considered collectively, "tepuiae” The person 
of mixed white cond Negro descent is callcd,-as in English, a "mulato, 
thougin in modernized spclling the word has only onc "T*,. A "cafuso"™ 
is a person of mixcd Indian and Negro bloode These are the chicf 
classifications, there bcing no attempt to subdivide further as in 
quadroons and octoroonse 


As statcd above, this mixture of the reccs is woven into the 
warp and woof which make up the pattern of Brazilian lifc It is a 
process Which was much more rapid during the colonial period than it 
has been during Brazil's indcpcndences. For one thing, since 18 
over five million immigrants have sought a new life in Brazil. Noar by 
all membcrs of the white race, they have either marricd among thvuir 
own group or with native Brazilians chicfly of Portuguese cxtraction. 
For it cannot be denied that they have broughtwith them the folkways 
of a European culture in which they were steeped. It is their childrer 
and grandchildren, who, havine Brazilianized themsclves, arc following 
in the older tradition. 


Nevertheless, the immigrant has brought with hima culture 
which only slowly is dissolving into the national lifce The largest 
group of immigrants have come from ]taly.e. In S&o Paulo, as in 
the ncighborhood of Braz, to this vcry day it is possible to sce life 
as it is lived in pcacctime Italy's little villagese The Italian in- 
fluence in the city has not hcen small and even extends to certain 
sounds which have become typical of local So Pa ulo specche German 
influence was formerly very strong in the state of Santa Catarina, 
though the events of the war are changing ite A large colony of 
Syrians in Rio and in Sao Pculo have made very substantial contribu- 
tions, cspcecially to the professions in these citicSe The risc and 
fall of a Syrian immigrant is presented in Cecilio Carncirots "A Foe 
gucira," recently translated as "The Bonfirce”™ (The picture is much 
richer in the original Portugucse than it is in the English translatio: 
Which had to yicld to compression, owing, doubtless, to the paper 
shortages) In the mining district not far from Florianopolis there 
is a large group of Polish imrigrants working in the mincse 


Thus,the old Brazilian and the new join thcir cfforts for the 
upbuilding of their country, which stands on the threshold of ind 
trialization soon to mehe it one of the great nations of the world 

The old Brazilian Qe pe yt his love of the land, his skills in 
coping with soil and climates; the new Brazilian brings his ambition 
and his cnergy, and, chicfly Vy, His desire that his cdopted country be 
Mot the loser for having admitted hime
